Obama Plots a Course for Mars 


President says NASA 
will reaeh red planet 
within his lifetime 

Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

President Obama predicted Thurs- 
day his new space exploration plans 
would lead American astronauts 
to Mars and back in his lifetime, 
a bold forecast relying on rockets 
and propulsion still to be imag- 
ined and built. 

“I expect to be around to see it,” 
he said of pioneering U.S. trips, first 
to an asteroid and then on to Mars. 
He spoke near the historic Kenne- 
dy Space Center launch pads that 
sent the first men to the moon, a 
blunt rejoinder to critics, includ- 
ing several former astronauts, who 
contend his planned changes will 
instead deal a staggering blow to 
the manned space program. 

“We want to leap into the 
future,” not continue on the same 
path, Obama said as he sought to 
reassure NASA workers that Amer- 
ica’s space adventures would soar 
on despite the impending termi- 
nation of shuttle flights.

spacecraft “designed for long jour- 
neys to allow us to begin the first- 
ever crewed missions beyond the 
moon into deep space.” 

“By the mid-2030s, I believe 
we can send humans to orbit Mars 
and return them safely to Earth. 
And a landing on Mars will fol- 
low,” Obama said. 

The president acknowledged 
criticism for his drastic changes 
to the space agency’s direction. 
But, he said, “The bottom line 
is: Nobody is more committed to 
manned space flight ... than I am.

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Tea Party Marks Tax Day 


Group caps series of 
protests with rally in 
capital it loves to hate 

Washington 

Tea party protesters marked tax 
day Thursday with exhortations 
against “gangster government” and 
appeals from Republicans seeking 
their grass-roots clout in November 
elections, a prospect both tempt- 
ing and troubling to those in the 
loose movement. 

Several thousand rallied in 
Washington’s Freedom Plaza in 
the shadow of the Ronald Reagan 
office building, capping a national 
protest tour launched in the dust of 
Nevada and finishing in the capital 
that inspires tea party discontent 
like no other place. Allied activ-

ists demonstrated from Maine to 
Hawaii in smaller groups, all joined 
in disdain for government spend- 
ing and — on the April 15 federal 
tax filing deadline — what they see 
as the Washington tax grab.

Republican Rep. Michele Bach- 
mann of Minnesota won roars of 
affirmation as she accused Pres- 
ident Obama and congressional 
Democrats of trying to take over 
broad swaths of the economy. 

“We’re on to this gangster gov- 
ernment,” she declared. “I say it’s 
time for these little piggies to go 
home.” 

The tax code was the villain of 
the day. “We have got to take the 
country back by taking back the 
money they take from us,” Jim 
Tomasik of FairTax Nation told 
the crowd. 

Lost in the rhetoric was that 
taxes have gone down under Obama.

New Patch 
Of Garbage 
Identified 
In Atlantic 

Pollution 

Researchers are warning of a new 
blight on the ocean: a swirl of con- 
fetti-like plastic debris stretching 
over thousands of square miles 
in a remote expanse of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. 

The floating garbage — hard 
to spot from the surface and spun 
together by a vortex of currents — 
was documented by two groups 
of scientists who trawled the sea 
between Bermuda and Portugal’s 
mid-Atlantic Azores islands. 

The studies describe a soup of 
micro -particles similar to the so- 
called Great Pacific Garbage Patch, 
a phenomenon discovered a decade 
ago between Hawaii and Califor- 
nia that researchers say is likely to 
exist in other places. 

“We found the great Atlantic gar- 
bage patch,” said Anna Cummins, 
who collected plastic samples. 

The debris is harmful for fish, 
sea mammals and potentially 
humans even though much of the 
plastic has broken into tiny pieces 
that are nearly invisible. 

Since there is no realistic way 
of cleaning the oceans, advocates 
say the key is to keep more plastic

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Russia: Adoptions to U.S. Halted 


Measure comes after

Moscow 

Russia said Thursday it has sus- 
pended all adoptions of Russian 
children by U.S. families until a 
bilateral agreement can be reached 
to ensure their well-being. 

In making the announcement, 
the government was following 
through on a threat it made last 
week after a 7-year-old boy was sent 
back to Moscow alone by his adop- 


tive mother in Tennessee. 

A U.S. delegation is scheduled 
to visit Moscow next week to dis- 
cuss a new accord on adoption pro- 
cedures, Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Andrei Nesterenko said. 

“Future adoptions of Russian 
children by citizens of the United 
States, which are now suspended, 
are possible only if such an agree- 
ment is reached,” Nesterenko said. 
“Russia believes that only such 
an agreement, which will contain 
effective tools for Russian and U.S.

Earthquake survivors shivered 
through a second night outdoors 
in a remote Tibetan corner of west- 
ern China with rescuers fighting 
altitude sickness and dealing with 
a lack of supplies as the death toll 
rose to 760. 

People with broken arms or 
legs cried in pain as medical teams 
could offer little more than injec- 
tions. A doctor at the Qinghai pro- 
vincial hospital, where the severely 
injured were being flown, said she 
had no idea how many were being 
treated because there was no time 
to count them all. 

Stunned survivors wandered the 
dusty streets of Jiegu, where relief 
workers estimated 70 percent to 90 
percent of the town of wood-and- 
mud housing had collapsed. Hun- 
dreds gathered to sleep in a plaza 
around a 50-foot tall statue of the 
Tibetan King Gesar, wrapped in 
blankets taken from homes shat- 
tered by Wednesday’s quakes. 

“There’s nothing to eat. We’ve 


just been drinking water,” said 
Zhaxi Zuoma, a 32-year-old. 

The official Xinhua News Agen- 
cy said 760 people had died, 243 
people were missing, and 11,477 
were injured, 1,174 severely. 


Rescue vehicles snaked along 
the 12-hour drive from the provin- 
cial capital into the mountainous 
region, which still trembled with 
aftershocks. The altitude averag- 
es about 13,000 feet, leaving some 


rescuers breathless and ill. Even 
the sniffer dogs were affected, said 
Miao Chonggang, the deputy direc- 
tor for emergency response under 
the China Earthquake Adminis- 
tration.

Pope Responds 
To Abuse Scandal 


Breaking his silence, 
Benedict XVI urges 
the faithful to repent 

Vatican City 

Pope Benedict XVI broke his recent 
silence on the clerical abuse scan- 
dal Thursday, noting recent attacks 
on the church and the need for “we 
Christians” to repent for sins and 
recognize mistakes. 

Benedict made the comments 
during an off-the-cuff homily at a 
Mass inside the Vatican for mem- 
bers of the Pontifical Biblical Com- 
mission. 

Victims of clerical abuse have 
long demanded that Benedict take 
more personal responsibility for 
clerical abuse, charging that the 
Vatican orchestrated a culture of 
cover-up and secrecy that allowed 
priests to rape and molest children 
for decades unchecked. 

Those demands have intensi- 
fied in recent weeks as the Vat- 
ican and Benedict himself have 
been accused of negligence in han- 
dling some cases in Europe and the 


United States. 

“I must say, we Christians, even 
in recent times, have often avoided 
the word ‘repent’, which seemed too 
tough. But now under attack from 
the world, which has been telling 
us about our sins ... we realize that 
it’s necessary to repent, in other 
words, recognize what is wrong 
in our lives,” Benedict said. 

“Open ourselves to forgive- 
ness ... and let ourselves be trans- 
formed. The pain of repentance, 
which is a purification and trans- 
formation, is a grace because it is 
renewal and the work of divine 
mercy,” he said. 

It was Benedict’s fullest allusion 
to the scandal since he sent a letter 
to the Irish faithful on March 20 
concerning what Irish-govern- 
ment inquiries have concluded was 
decades of abuse and church-man- 
dated cover-up in the country. 

Vatican spokesman the Rev. 
Federico Lombardi confirmed that 
Benedict was indeed referring to 
the scandal. “That’s a legitimate 
reading,” he said. “You can apply 
[his comments] to the current sit- 
uation.”

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A Volcanic Interruption 

Menacing cloud of ash brings air travel in northern Europe to an abrubt halt 



London 

An enormous ash cloud from a 
remote Icelandic volcano caused 
the biggest flight disruption since 
the 2001 terrorist attacks Thursday 
as it drifted over northern Europe 
and stranded travelers on six con- 
tinents. Officials said it could take 
days for the skies to become safe 
again in one of aviation’s most con- 
gested areas. 

The cloud, floating miles above 
Earth and capable of knocking out 
jet engines, wrecked travel plans 
for tens of thousands of people, 
from tourists and business travel- 
ers to politicians and royals. They 
couldn’t see the source of their 
frustration — except indirectly, 
when the ash created vibrant red 
and lavender sunsets. 

Non-emergency flights in Brit- 
ain were canceled, and most will 
stay grounded until at least mid- 
day Friday. Authorities in Ire- 
land, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, 
Finland and Belgium also closed 
their air space. France shut down 
24 airports, including the main 
hub of Charles de Gaulle in Paris, 
and several flights out of the U.S. 
had to double back. 

At London’s Heathrow airport, 
normally one of the world’s busi- 
est with more than 1,200 flights 
and 180,000 travelers a day, pas- 
sengers stared forlornly at depar- 


ture boards on which every flight 
was listed as canceled. 

“We made it all the way to 
take off on the plane. ... They even 
showed us the safety video,” said 
Sarah Davis, 29, a physiotherapist 
from Portsmouth in southern Eng- 
land who was hoping to fly to Los 
Angeles. “I’m upset. I only get so 
much vacation.” 

A volcano beneath Iceland’s 


Eyjafjallajokull glacier began 
erupting Wednesday for the sec- 
ond time in less than a month, trig- 
gering floods and shooting smoke 
and steam miles into the air. About 
700 people from rural areas near 
the volcano were evacuated Thurs- 
day because of flooding. 

Video showed spectacular imag- 
es of hot gases melting the thick 
ice, sending cascades of water 


thundering down the steep slopes 
of the volcano. Rivers swelled 10 
feet in hours. 

The ash cloud became a menace 
to air travel as it drifted south and 
east toward northern Europe. 

Britain’s air traffic service 
said late Thursday it was extend- 
ing a ban on most air traffic until 
8 a.m Friday, but flights to Scot- 
land and Northern Ireland may be 


allowed to resume before then. 

Kyla Evans, a spokeswoman 
for air traffic body Eurocontrol in 
Brussels, said the ash had led to the 
cancellation of about 4,000 of the 
20,000 daily flights across Europe. 
There were more cancellations as 
the day went on; in Germany, air- 
ports in Berlin and Hamburg were 
shut Thursday evening. 

In Washington, the Federal 
Aviation Administration said it 
was working with airlines to try 
to reroute some flights around the 
huge ash cloud, which is hundreds 
of miles wide. Flights from Asia, 
Africa, South America, Australia 
and the Middle East to Heathrow 
and other top European hubs were 
also put on hold. 

More disruptions were expect- 
ed Friday, Evans said, “but where 
and to what extent will depend 
on meteorological conditions.”

Why Planes Can’t Fly in the Ash 


1 DAM AGE: The very fine but extremely abrasive par- 
ticles present a hazard to the aircraft’s airframe and 
powerplants. They easily scratch and erode paint, alumi- 
num and glass, damaging the wings’ leading edges, and has 
a sandblasting effect on cockpit windscreens and landing 
lights. Inside the engines, the particles stick to the engine’s 
hot parts, forming a glasslike coating, and grind up tur- 
bines, bearings and other moving parts, restricting air flow 
through the turbine. This may lead to the immediate loss of 
thrust and eventually engine failure. 


2 VISIBILITY: One of the 
main dangers posed by 
ash is that it is not visible at 
night or in cloud, and that an 
aircraft’s weather radar can- 
not pick it up. Radar works on 
the principle of detecting water 
droplets in clouds, but since 
the ash clouds are dry, they do 
not reflect radarsignals. 


3 AIRFLOW: The ash 
can block the pitot 
tubes and other sensors 
that supply vital infor- 
mation on speed and 
outside air pressure. It 
also can clog air filters, 
such as the ones through 
which air flows to the 
passenger cabin. 


4 VICINITY: The volcanic 
plume normally travels at 
altitudes of between 20,000 feet 
and 55,000 feet. This coincides 
with the flight levels of almost all 
commercial jetflights. But flights 
by smaller propeller planes using 
visual flight rules are usually per- 
mitted because these take place 
at much lower altitudes, (ap)

Hatch Promises 
Filibuster Over 
D.C. Voting Bill

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, a leading 
sponsor of legislation to give the Dis- 
trict a vote in the House, dampened 
expectations for voting rights advo- 
cates Thursday when he announced 
opposition to a bill 
scheduled to move 
forward as early as 
next week. 

Hatch, whose

Last Va. Tech class 
to witness tragedy 
prepares to move on 

Blacksburg, Va. 

When Virginia Tech student Molly 
Pearl was a freshman, she slept 
through her French class on the 
morning of April 16, 2007. And per- 
haps for that reason alone, she is 
alive to commemorate the nation’s 
worst campus massacre Friday 
evening by lighting a white can- 
dle and placing it beside one of 32 
limestone blocks — one for each 
victim, including Pearl’s French 
professor and 11 students from the 
class she missed. 

The ceremony has happened 
each of the three years since the 
shooting, but it has taken on extra 
significance this year because of 
the looming graduation of many of 
the students who were freshmen at 
the time of the massacre — a dwin- 
dling population of students who 
call themselves “the 4/16 genera- 
tion.” The thousands who are say- 
ing goodbye are preparing for this 


new era with overshadowing feel- 
ings of nostalgia, camaraderie and 
survivor’s guilt. Many are wonder- 


ing what it will mean for Virginia 
Tech after they are gone, when the 
last witnesses to that fateful day 


leave Blacksburg, Va., and become 
alumni. 

Friday’s “Day of Remembrance” 
is expected to follow a similar sched- 
ule from previous years. Class- 
es will be cancelled, and there are 
events planned throughout the day 
that highlight the achievements of 
the fallen victims and honors their 
memory. 

But seniors say they sense a win- 
nowing intensity about the tragedy 
among younger students, some of 
whom appear to view it mainly as 
a day off The university has decid- 
ed to resume holding classes on 
April 16 beginning in 2012. 

“I think the gravity of April 16 
will be lifted a littie bit after our class 
goes through,” said Kelsey Steiner, 
21, a senior Psychology major, who 
shared a class her freshman year 
with Nicole White, who was killed 
in the German classroom across 
the hall from Pearl’s missed French 
lesson. “To have been here and felt 
the emotions and to have experi- 
enced the fear, the pain, the grief, 
everything, is something I don’t 
think another class will know.”

Redskins coach set 
to use minicamp to 
evaluate draft needs 

The Redskins 

Two of the Redskins’ biggest ques- 
tions marks will not be addressed 
at Mike Shanahan’s first minicamp, 
but Washington’s new head coach 
will be looking for smaller answers 
that could affect the team’s draft 
next week. 

While quarterback Donovan 
McNabb will be on the field with 
his new teammates, defensive tack- 
le Albert Haynesworth and quar- 
terback Jason Campbell are not 
expected to attend the voluntary 
minicamp, which begins Friday 
and concludes on Sunday. Their 
futures with the team remain

uncertain. 

Most of the other players are 
expected to be at Redskins Park, 
where Shanahan and his staff will 
be watching closely. Shanahan has 
been reluctant to commit to starters 
or even schemes for the upcoming 
season, saying he’s eager to see play- 
ers in-person, rather than on film.

“The best players are going to 
play,” Shanahan said. “We’re going 
to have competition at every posi- 
tion. I’m looking forward to see- 
ing which guys step up and which 
guys play.” 

He scheduled the first minicamp 
less than a week before the draft so 
the team might better understands 
its needs and adjust its draft board 
accordingly. 

The coaches will examine most 
positions, trying to determine 
whether a new safety is needed 
in the secondary, if they have the 
linebackers and defensive line- 
men to successfully convert to a 3-4 
defensive scheme and if McNabb 
has enough weapons among the 
receiving corps. All of those areas 
could be addressed in the draft,

Marquis Shrugs Off Slow Start 


Free-agent addition 
remains confident 
he’ll find his form 


The Nationals 

The Washington Nationals signed 
Jason Marquis in the off-season to 
be a steady, veteran presence at the 
front end of the starting rotation. 

There was also the idea that 
the 31-year-old right-hander with 
a history of winning and pitching 
deep into ballgames, might serve 
as a mentor to the younger mem- 
bers of the rotation. 

But manager Jim Riggleman 
is quick to point out that “play- 
er-coach” is not in Marquis’ job 
description. 

“We didn’t get him to mentor 
other players,” Riggleman said. “We 
brought him here to win.” 

So far that hasn’t happened 
and, in fact, the manager sought 
out Marquis this week after his 
second consecutive underachiev- 
ing start to offer some counseling 
of his own. 

In two starts this season. Mar- 
quis has failed to get out of the fifth 
inning twice, given up six earned 
runs twice and lost to the Phil- 
lies twice. His ERA is an unsight- 
ly 12.96.

In 2007, Arenas had just injured 
his knee. In 2008, his knee still 
wasn’t completely healed and he 
was about to become a free agent. 
In 2009, he played only two games 
but said his knee was finally healed. 
Now he’s a convicted felon, having 
been sentenced to 30 days in the 
halfway house. And there seems to

million contract.

VETERAN DESIGNER, WORKING MOM (TO SASHA, LEET) 


With 25-plus years in the fash- 
ion biz under her belt, Eileen Fish- 
er might be a name you associate 
with your mother’s wardrobe. Not 
anymore. The industry vet recent- 
ly gave her line a major makeover, 
replacing outdated styles with chic, 
unfussy pieces that work for a young 
professional — or her hip mom. The 
designer will host a fashion show 
Saturday at 1 p.m. at Neiman Mar- 
cus Chevy Chase (5300 Wisconsin 
Ave. NW; 202-966-9700). 

Why revamp your line after all 
these years? 

We wanted to be more inclusive, 
especially of younger generations. It 
used to be that a mother and daugh- 
ter would come into our stores, and 
the mother would shop while the 
daughter stood back, crossed her 
arms and waited. Now, we’re see- 


ing the daughter say, “Hey, I think 
I’ll try this on.” 

What are the main styles you’re 
offering now? 

There’s a lot of easy pieces to mix 
and match: skinny pants, leggings, 
tunics, lots of cardigans. One of the 
biggest changes we’ve made is mod- 
ernizing our styling. We started 
pairing the pieces with things like 
high heels and red lipstick — which 
at first made me cringe, because 
they aren’t things I wear myself 
— but it ended up looking great. All 
of a sudden, we could see the same 
easy pieces in new ways. 

What influences your designs? 

Originally, I was inspired by trips 
to Japan in my late 20s. I loved sim- 
ple shapes like kimonos, and a lot 
of our pieces still have those clean 


lines. Now, my inspiration is even 
more global. I love the layers of 
India and the little collared jack- 
ets of China. These are shapes that 
have been around for centuries.

How does your own life affect the 
designs? 

I do yoga and meditation, so that’s 
helped develop an important 
requirement that the clothes should 
move with you. At any point, if I 
need to stop and stretch, or sit for 
a little while, the clothes have to 
accommodate that and not bag or 
sag. I’m fanatical about that. 

That sounds like something a lot 
of women are looking for. 

It’s always been one of my core ideas. 
When I started the company, I was 
so busy that even shopping was a 
lot work. I’m trying to help women 
sort through the maze of options 
that are available out there. 

Is your daughter (Sasha, 17, pic- 
tured) a fan of the redesign? 

She wears more of it than you’d even 
imagine. The funniest instance was 
the company holiday party, where 
we both wanted to wear the same 
sequin dress. She won. I’d planned 
to wear it with leggings and a long 
cardigan; she ended up pairing it 
with cowboy boots. 

You famously started your com- 
pany with just $350. What advice 
would you give young designers? 

It’s about passion and surround- 
ing yourself with supportive peo- 
ple.

O In your dreams, you’ve got a back- 
yard deck that rivals the rooftop bar at the W 
Hotel and a garden on par with the one Michelle 
Obama planted at the White House. But for 
most city dwellers, the reality is a piece-of- 
toast-sized balcony off a Shaw studio or a Pet- 
worth rowhouse patio with room for a sad, 
tiny tree that only Charlie Brown could love. 

“People think they’ve got all this room,” 
says James DeLorbe, president of D.C. design 
firm DeLorbe, Manderlay & Wilde, Ltd. “They 
envision they’re going to have a table and four 
chairs, a conversation area, plants. They rush 
out and buy all these things, but when they get 
them in there, there’s no way to move.” 

To optimize a dinky outdoor space, think 
realistically about the size of your balcony, 
patio, porch or front stoop, says DeLorbe. Just as 
important? Knowing how you want it to func- 
tion. “I would have a conversation with the cli- 
ent about how they expect to use the space,” 
says Jason Claire, co-owner of D.C. home fur- 
nishings shop Vastu (1829 14th St. NW; 202- 
234-8344), which also offers design services. 
“Are they big into grilling and therefore eat-

ing outside? Or are they cocktail party people 
who need a high table to lean on?” 

Choose furniture that won’t overwhelm a 
small space — bistro sets for alfresco dining, 
lounge chairs that fold up. Avoid cushions that 
need to be stored somewhere when it’s rain- 
ing. (Even weather-proof fabrics like Sunbrel- 
la won’t withstand being outside constantly.) 
Keep things flexible by investing in wheeled 
platforms for plants or tables with leaves. And 
in a decidedly non-Versailles style garden, mul- 
titaskers are a must — as in footrests that also 
work as tables or seats, and plant stands that 
double as bars when entertaining. 

And yes, you can throw a party, even in a 
plot with petite proportions.

Movies 

If the National Cherry Blossom 
Festival is for the tourists, then 
Washington’s first big spring cul- 
tural event for the locals is Filmfest 
DC. The 24th edition began April 
15 and runs through April 25, and 
in these 10 days more than 80 inter- 
national films will be screened in 
five area theaters, two embassies 
and one cultural institute. 

This year’s regional focuses are 
“Bel Cinema!” (eight new films 
from Italy, including “Videocracy,” 
an examination of Prime Minister 
Silvio Berlusconi’s controversial 
political and television empires) 
and “The New Romanian Wave,” 
whose five films cover the gamut of 
emotions since the country’s 1989 
revolution and overthrow of dicta- 
tor Nicolae Ceausescu. 

The three sub-series include two 
topics that are very D.C.: the brand 
new “Justice Masters,” which fea- 
tures six films and documentaries 
covering revolutions, war and the 
Civil Rights Movement, and the 
returning “World Views,” which is 
built on recent movies from around 
the globe. But the 10-film “Glob- 
al Rhythms” series breaks out of 
Washington mode to present sonic 
cinema on jazz, reggae, bossa nova, 
tango, rock, opera and more. 

Highlights include: “Beyond

rockers in Iran. And while not offi- 
cially a part of “Global Rhythms” 
(though it should be), “Holding 
on to Jah” is a compelling docu- 
mentary on how Rastafarianism 
has profoundly shaped Jamaican 
music over the past 40 years, and 
it features interviews with legends 
such as U-Roy and Culture’s late 
Joseph Hill. It’s the movie’s U.S. 
premiere and the first film by 
director Roger Landon Hall, who 
will be on hand for both screen- 
ings (April 19 and 20). 

Bookending all this celluloid 


are the opening and closing night 
screenings and galas. The Rus- 
sian flick “Hipsters” opened the 
festival Thursday, and Germa- 
ny’s “Soul Kitchen” winds the reel 
out April 25 at Regal Cinema Gal- 
lery Place, which will also host the 
after-party. 

Tickets for these galas always 
sell out, and most of the festi- 
val screenings are packed to the 
aisles. So, at least in that sense, 
Filmfest DC is just as annoying- 
ly crowded as the Tidal Basin.

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An Improved Life for 'Death’ 



Comedy aces make 
this remake a funnier 
outing than the first 

Film Review 

The original “Death at a Funeral” 
only came out about three years 
ago, so it may seem a bit soon 
to resurrect it. But director Neil 
LaBute and an all-star cast sur- 
prisingly breathe new life into the 
material. 

The British farce about an 
extended family coming together 
for a funeral, with elaborate hijinks 
ensuing, debuted in 2007 to mixed 
reviews and minimal box office. 
The main problem with director 
Franz Oz’s film was that it was 
all over the place in tone — veer- 
ing between dry wit, scatological 
slapstick and sticky sentimentality 
— with dull sections that dragged 


in between. 

This new “Death at a Funer- 
al” works better because at least it 
knows what it is. LaBute just goes 
for it, playing up the wilder ele- 
ments of the story, of which there 
are plenty. And the hugely talent- 
ed comic cast, led by Chris Rock, 


Martin Lawrence and Tracy Mor- 
gan, is definitely up for such raun- 
chy physicality. 

The setting this time is the 
Los Angeles home of an upscale 
black family that’s lost its patri- 
arch. Eldest son Aaron (Rock, 
who’s also one of the producers) 


just wants a dignified ceremony, 
but signals trouble early when he 
looks inside the coffin and finds 
that the perfectly embalmed, peace- 
ful-looking man lying there is not 
his father. 

The main stars function solidly 
as the personae we’ve come to know 
and appreciate; no one’s working 
outside his comfort zone. Rock is 
incredulous at the absurdity of it 
all, Lawrence is the smooth talk- 
er and Morgan is just ... Morgan. 
He opens his mouth and adds an 
irresistible weirdness to any sit- 
uation. 

And of course, the key figure 
connecting both movies is Peter 
Dinklage, reprising his role as a 
diminutive man who shows up at 
the house with a big secret — and 
even bigger demands. His return 
is a prime reason why “Death at a 
Funeral” surprisingly deserves a 
second life, christy lemire (ap)

SK Films 
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hangs over this quietly funny portrait of 
grown-ups growing up by Noah Baum- 
bach. Ben Stiller plays Roger Greenberg, 
a 40-year-old Brooklyn carpenter. He 
befriends Florence (Greta Gerwig), who 
exists in the same provisional, painfully 
self-conscious not-quite-there-ness as 
Greenberg himself.

Matt Damon 
plays U.S. Army Chief Warrant Officer 
Roy Miller, who after the U.S. invasion in 
2003 has been tasked with finding the 
weapons of mass destruction on which 
the war was predicated. There’s no de- 
nying the film’s propulsive energy and 
the tantalizing idea of Damon’s making 
everything all right as a brave, morally 
infallible soldier. The irony, of course, is 
that this time his Bourne persona doesn’t 
suffer from amnesia. Instead, he’strying 
to save us from our own. (ah) 
HOTTUBTIME MACHINE (R, 93 minutes) 
The raunchy, guy-centric comedy makes 
a vertiginously high-concept bid to be 
thisyear’s version of “The Hangover," and 
darned if itdoesn’tsucceed. John Cusack, 
Rob Corddry and Craig Robinson star as 
estranged best buds who go on a ski trip 
and wind up athwart of the time-space 
continuum. It’s a movie that on paper 
makes you despair of contemporary 
cinema: on screen, though, it’s proof that 
execution is everything, (ah) 

THE LAST SONG (PG, 107 minutes) In this 
film based on a novel by NicholasSparks, 
Miley Cyrus tries on some emo-inspired 
black outfits, a nose stud and a bad 
attitude as she not-quite-convincingly 
plays troubled high school senior Ronnie 
Miller. Fresh from a shoplifting arrest at 
home in New York, Ronnie isshipped off, 
along with little brother Jonah, to their 
father’s beach house in Georgia. Salvation 
comes, of course, in theform of a boy — 
in this case, hunky Will Blakelee (Liam 
Hemsworth). It’s no spoiler to anyone 
who has seen a Sparks movie, however, 
that someone gets sick and eventually

THE RUNAWAYS (R, 100 minutes) This 
swift, stylized coming-of-age film about 
the germinal 1970s all-girl rock band is so 


distilled and formulaic that it’s almost an 
abstract version of the classic musical 
biopic. Because FloriaSigismondi’sfilm 
is based on lead singer Cherie Currie’s 
memoir, and because Runaways co- 
founder Joan Jettwasa producer, it’sno 
surprise that they claim pride of place in 
the movie’sschematic narrative. Kristen 
Stewart portrays Jettasthe steady, seri- 
ousand mostsexually liberated member 


of thegroup. Dakota Fanning, whose wide- 
eyed, sun-kissed innocence recalls Kate 
Hudson in “Almost Famous," teeters as 
if on Currie’s own vertiginous platform 
heels between little girl and grown-up.
